| EW YORK, Dec. 18. — Ten 
makes of passenger cars made 
by American manufacturers en- 
joyed domestic sales in the first 
ten months of 1929 in excess of 

business for the entire year 1928, 
according to statistics compiled 
from the complete registration 
figures from all states. 

The cars were Auburn, De 
Plymouth, Ford, Franklin, 
Hudson, Oldsmobile, 
and Stearns-Knight. 
Soto and Plymouth, 
units, were not in 
the whole of 1928. 

The sales of the combined divi- 
sions of Auburn, Ford, Hudson, 
Marmon, Olds and Stutz companies 
amounted to more in the _ ten 
months period than in all of last 
vear. although in some cases indi- 
vidual cars of these companies did 
not enjoy this distinction. 

In the case of Ford, the Lincoin

Sales of the Auburn automobile 
in the first ten months reached 
16,839, as compared with 9,009 in 
the corresponding period of 1928 
and 11,154 for all of 1928. This 
was a gain of 7,830, or 86 per 
cent. over the ten months’ period 
and 5,685, or 54 per cent. over all 
of last year. Adding the sales of 
the Cord car this year, this car 
not having been in production in 
1928, the Auburn total was 17,334 
for the ten months, a gain of 92 
per cent. over the corresponding 
period of last year and 55 per 
cent. over all of 1928. 

Sales of the H. H. Franklin Manu- 
facturing Company in the first ten 
months of this year amounted 
9,769, as compared with 6,413 in the 
corresponding period of last year 
and 7,423 in all of 1928. This was 
a gain of 3,356 for the ten months 
period, equivalent to 52 per cent., 
and 2,346, or 21 per cent. for the

‘Pratt Declares More 


| Need to Protect Interests 
Of Truck Operators 


TEW YORK, Dec. 18.—A law 

to regulate the rates and prac- 
tices of the motor truck lines 
which act as common carriers 
was favored before the special 
legislative committee on the revi- 
sion of the public service commis- 
sion law by Theodore D. Pratt, 
general manager of the Motor 
Truck Association of America, at

yesterday's hearing before the 
committee. 
There are only two points on 


shippers need protection 
from the actions of the truck line 
operators, said Mr. Pratt. Where 
liability for safe transportation of 
freight is concerned the shipper is 
protected by insurance, and second- 
ly the rate he pays for sending his 
goods by truck is governed by com- 
petition and by the fact that he 
can buy and operate his own 
trucks if necessary. 

It is the owners of the trucking 
systems who need the _ protection, 
since it is illegal for them to fix 
their rates by agreement. Truck 
owners would like to have minimum 
rates fixed by the Public Service 
Commission, feeling that competi- 
tion will take care of any charges 
over such rates. ; 

The law should be entirely se 
arate from the general law of t 
| Public Service Commission in or- 
der to avoid ‘confusion, said Mr 
Pratt. There can be no comparison 
between the services performed by 
|freight and passenger motor car- 
riers because of the great variety of 
freight carried and the different 
methods of the lines carrying it. 

Passenger or bus line regulation 
should be kept apart from freight 
trucking legislation, he said.

N any business depression the superficial sign of the con 
| dition is a tightening of the money situation. The basic 
factor in business depression is fear. Every man, woman 
and child in the country fears that something unpleasant 
is going to happen. Each one makes up his mind to save 
every possible cent until he sees just what is going to occur. 
This takes the normal floating supply of money out of cir- 
culation and, even though it is placed in the savings bank, its 
stimulating influence to trade is gone. Buying drops, re- 
tailers, wholesalers and manufacturers have less money

is still further decreased and the money situation becomes 
worse and worse. 

The measures which American business took, under the 
leadership of President Hoover, when the recent crisis In 
the stock market occurred, have pretty well obviated this 
danger of a stringency in the flow of money. The promise 
of big business that there would be no wholesale discharge 
of labor was the cornerstone of the arch. The reduction in 


the income tax will release for spending nearly $200,000,000 | 


that would normally have gone into the treasury and would 


have at least been delayed in its reappearance in circulation. | 


The Federal and state governments have announced active 
campaigns of highway building and improvement, which 
will keep a considerable amount of money in circulation in 
payment for materials, labor, etc. 

In the money market interest rates are low and money 
is plentiful, a basic condition that will play a large part in 
getting business once more under full steam ahead. None 
of the traditional signs of “hard times” are to be observed at 
the present time. Christmas buying is fully on the level of 
that which existed last year. Christmas funds have released 
$600,000,000 to the American people and most of this has 
gone into immediate circulation. 


From our own point of view, a great deal of the 
plentiful money in this country at the beginning of 1930 
is going to be invested in motor transportation, by which 
we mean sales, equipment and service. Automobile 
dealers have every reason to go into 1930 with confidence, 
provided they are conducting their businesses on sound 
merchandising lines and are ready to take advantage of 
all their opportunities in supplying motor transportation 
instead of expecting new car sales to carry the whole 


burden.

HILE the United States leads the world in road im- 
provement activity, the European countries, with their 
age-old highway systems, have the advantage of us in actual 
mileage of surfaced roads. The continent of Europe has} 
639,000 miles of surfaced roads outside of city streets, while | 
our total of such highways is about 150,000. One surprising | 
fact in this connection is that Oceania, which includes Aus- 
tralia and New Zealand, follow closely on our heels with| 
86,000 miles of surfaced highways. The vast area of Asia 
has 105,000 miles of hard roads. 
When we come to analyze the figures of roads in com- | 
parison with motor vehicles in use, the principal reason for | 
the existence of the highways, we get a different story. The|

has over 160 motor transport units for every mile of hard-| 
surfaced road.

All of which gives a fair idea of the market for motor 
vehicles that exists in countries outside our own, merely 
to bring them up to the same relative use of their highway 
systems that we have here.

They may realize a gain in 
car sales volume, but I have yet to 
see them increasing the salesman’s 
morale, and when final reckoning 
is made the cash register does not 
show sufficient return to justify the 
campaign.” 

As illustration he offers a con- 
trast in successive months of 1929. 
The sales total for February (a non- 
|conteSt month) was seventeen new 
cars and thirty-three used cars. 
March and April (contest months) 
showed fifty-three new car sales 
|and sixty used car sales;. and fifty 
| new and seventy-three used car 
sales respectively. These two months, 
however, are months of logical de- 
|mand, so the increase cannot be 
credited to sales campaign stimulus 
entirely, he states. 

This does not imply the individual 
salesman is not offered encourage- 
ment to extra effort. During five 
or six months of the year salesmen 
are offered cash prizes as monthly 
goals. 

Checking up the sales totals for 
|} eleven months of the current year, 
he reveals some interesting data for 
consideration. At the present time 


the retail sales staff consists of five | 


new car salesmen and two used caz 
salesmen, all of whom have been 
with the company for considerable 
periods. At some seasons of the 
year this staff has nuinbered four- 
teen men. A check of the eleven 
months shows that had he but the 
seven salesmen for all this period 
he would have sold ninety less new 
cars, or $10,000. He would also have 
taken in ninety less used cars. 

But—the loss per unit on used 
car trade-ins would have been Jess. 
“Avoid slow-moving used car trade- 
ins,” he advises. “It is better to
